JB Coinm«nt« ••• Beceartly there have been some ne^tive reaponseB to my last 

two hooks (The Pennine DPO Mystery and UPO ReaOLity) .Whilst 
no writer likes criticism,every writer must e 3 q)eot it .So I 
am not too pertxirbed.But it is evident that not a few have 
a rather curious impression what I now believe about 

UPO a, especially jud^ni; by David Simpson's review in MiLGCNXA 
(Simpson bein^ the "government scientist" on the recent 
Horizon TV show who paraded his hoax pictures). So I thou^t 
I had better offer some sort of position statement... 

UPOs exist. Of that I have no dotabt . But^UPO"covers a multitude of different 
phenomena. There is not one single,all-encompassing solution to the n^stery. 

In recognition of this I am now forcing myself by habit (and I would suggest 
you do the same) to clearly distinguish between UPOs,per se, and what I call UiPs 
(Unidentified Atmospheric Phenomena).They are wholly different things and it is 
very wrozig to mix them up .David Simpson, either because I did not explain it well 
enough in my books^or because he did not read them properly, does just that and 
says I am proposing alien craft that kill people with dangerpus radiation. That is 
utter twaddle,in my opinion. 

UAPs are natural,physical phenomena indigenous to our atmosphere. They are 
presently not understpod^or poorly understood^and on the borders of current knowledge 
in terms of atmospheric physics,cosmology and geo-physics. There are almost certainly 
at least two or thi*ee different sorts of UAP around. Sooner or later we will figure 
oht what they are and what causes them - although when I say "we" I mean science. 

For eur job,as amateurs and investigators,is to collect data-in a format that is 
useful to science,and stop being over-dramatic in how we present it,so that we can 
make serious efforts to persuade scientist a to take it seriously and then use it. 
Until we recognise that function, and alert the relevant sciences (and there are 
several) to the phenomena which they ought to be studying, then UAPs will remain 
unexplained. We will continue to fail in our job if we keep pretending we are 
going to solve the origins of these assorted little enigmas.We cn. t\<A W> ^so. 

Probably no UAP is going to change the world. But it is possible that some may 
have useful things to contribute to aeritable achievements^like new sources of 
energy.The Devereux stylo eairthlights is,in my view,one feasible and at least 
partially supported UAP type. Research into it (because it has testable parameters) 
makes far more sense than no research at all. I think the "get Paul Devereux brigadeW 
are making an error that is counter-productive to the needs of ixfology e although 
it is certainly true that wo 005 ^^ to bo cautious about some of his more extreme ideas 
The trouble is thofc promissing avenues of exploration are being rejected too. 

I strongly doubt that earthli^ts represent all (or even roost) of the UAP data. 
There are other forms of seemingly natxiral phenomena which probably have a different 
explanation.Some of these do have a good deal of evidence behind them and are 
highly consistant within the UPO records.Stsiiart Campbell's ball—lightning like 
plasmas may be oiose to the nature of more than one or two.But they appear to emit 
broad-band radiation and be capable of inflicting harm on witnesses who get too 
close.In which case I feel we should be taking them more seriously and realising 
that to proclaim them as alien craft (when the evidence in such cases is not there) 
is damaging.Simpson does just that,and I cannot understand why he has misread what 
I am saying so significantly. Perhaps he wanted to think I really believed something 
else. Bat the truth is as above. 

There is strong evidence for UAPs,as just discussed.But there are also very 
evident reports that do not fit this pattern,without a degree of stretching of the 
facts I am not prepared to accept.The only conclusion is that real UPOs also exist. 
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These real UPOs probably represent a small fraction of goniiine "UPO reports". 

And they may be some sort of hallucination. Ohere are significant suggestions within 
the data that some UPOs,at least,represent borderline sleep/waking experience 
(a form of metaohoric hallucination...not quite real and not ipiite unreal). My recent 
explorations of the OZ Factor (which I regard as a major olue to the curious 
psychological state diiring which a real UPO encounter takes pkace) and the QC 
(Quasi—Conscious) Experience, which I think best describes this middle—ground on 
the spectrum of reality (where I believe we shotild really locate such things) say 
to me one obvious thing., 

UPOs do not appear to be real,physical craft (like Concorde or an P—111) .On the 
other hand they do not appear to he just some sort of mundane hallucination (they 
are far too real, or semi-real,for that). The answer lies elsewhere, and we have 
not realised it because we have asked the wrong question. It is not case oft— 
are UPOs real or not real? They are both. In which case,in a sense,they are neither. 

Something is evidently causing us (as a htunan perceptive system,or a socio¬ 
cultural organism) to experience a "message" which concretes itself into our world 
<ts quasi—real "spaceships". There may be a psychological or psychic ejqplanation. But 
I have not seem any sign of one that adequately resolves the paradoxes . On 

the other hand there may he a genuine, external causation .Contact with an intelligence 
that is so far beyond our normality that it is capable of (and finds it necessary 
to) manipulate o\ir way of interacting with the world,in order to make its presence 
felt.That view is tantalisingly productive.lt seems to better explain the many 
perplex!sities of the real UFO reports. 

Of course,that is tantamount to accepting the reality of alien UPOs (or,more 
correctly,their qoiasi-reality) .But that is the honest conclusion the facts force 
me to draw,It is most definitely not wishful thinking or emotional bluff (as Simpson 
contends).And 1 do always insist that this is plausible,hut not proven. And 1 
certainly believe that my concept of alien contact is miles away from the old—STH 
nuts and holts spacecraft,which it is being said I have now submitted myself to. 

Quite frankly it is not that important if I am misunderstood, so long as I know 
what I am working towards.1 hope that others can make sense of what I am seeming to 
discover along the way.But iA^ ^ all rather oonfvising.So I can hardly blame David 
Simpson if he Plouo£l««i.After all — he is only a scieatistl

Yorkshire,in particular Horth Yorkshire,is experienoing UPO activity on a 
phenomenal level (see Media Natters) .Whatever the cause or origin of the UPO stimulus 
it frequently haunts the hleak Pennine moorB.West Yorkshire has not heen innme. 

Even after meticulous investigation a large percentage of reports remain as unknowns. 
So much so that the area has heen called the "Warminster" o6 the northl 

For this reason the West Yorkshire DFO Research Group (WYTJFBRG) was formed. 
Together with its fellow ufologists,who form the Yorkshire UPO Society (YUPOS) 

(now independamt from its parent group,CONTACT UK) our aim is to scrutinise in a 
sciemtific fashion all incoming data .However, I think all serious ufologists would 
agree that the UPO stimulus must he ohserved when it is present hy a team of 
objective people who,instead of j\impimg up and down with excitement, will photograph 
and study it.That is what WYUPORG intends to do. 

We have access to a good deeQ of photographic equipment and results may he 
scrutinised for consistancies and patterns .For this reason our six-man team will he 
spending a lot of lonely ni^ts on those hills.We hope to obtain a UPO spectrum 
(via a spectroscope) which could tell us what the UPO stimulus is made of. 

Back in the warmth of our Addingham HQ will he where our files are stored,on 
paper and computer.The ZX Spectrum 48IC we use will he programmed to search for 
patterns in the data.At our regular meetings wo will he discussing what we find,in 
the anticipation this will point us towards now research avenues.We will not he 
desperately seeking things that the evidence suggests are not thereI 

But what about the rest of the ufological comnmnity? It is right that they he kept 
informed of our progress,news,ide^ls,reports and even set-backs or misdeods,and errors 
(if and when they occur) .For this reason we will he publishing "West Yorkshire UPO 
Scene" — a quarterly journal composed of 30—40 pages detailing our work. YUPOS 
already do a marvellous job of informing the rest of the world what they are up to, 
and it is only fair that we do the same. 

Yet as a six-man team are we naive enough to think we know all the con^ct paths 
to tread? Of course not. We would appreciate help and advice from other intesrested 
parties - financial contrshutions especiallyl

The World’s Strangest Stories (FATE)

FATE i» one of the inatitutions of our genre, lean well knom in Britain than it 
shotild be since it stopped producing a UK edition from the Isle of Man.But it la 
still (just about) available in major newspaper chain stores,and some British 
riSu^fonsf Hilary Evans,Peter Hou^ and myself) have begun sporeuUo hoot- 
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nils hook is a sort of '^st of” FATE,divided into sections like ”Thin^ from 
out of this world”,”Oat of tine” and ”Gliiip 8 eB of other realities”. UFOs and UFO 
related themes fig^ure often,and there is a section entitled ”Strangest UFOs" 
nie artmoles span three decades (from 1932 to 1983 ) although most stem from 
the past ten years.They reflect FATBs policy of containsng both witness accounts 
(in their own write) and analyses hy leading re searchers .When you see that there 
are pieoes here byCoral Lorenson,Loren Coleman,Larry Arnold,Randor Fodor and D. 

Scott Rogo - you see the breadth of talent incorporated. There is even a John Keel 
article about MIBs,dating from April I 966 . 

Jerry Clark (FATS editor) inoludes his favourite UFO abduction account,which 
was investigated by the late Kemieth Arnold himself.This wacky story can bo read 
either as a serious claim by witness Samuel Thompson,or a bit of fun. It is saAd 
to be true by the wit ness,but his 40 hotirs riding on board a spaceship and the promise 
of a return trip (if he tanned his skin and went nakedt) takes some believing. But 
then,come to think of it,so do most abductions from today — thirty years later onl 
This is one of the bast reads I have had in a long time - a lovely mixture of 
entertainment,humour and the real hard stuff of anomaly x^seaLTch. Sf you don't have 
a good stock of the 400-plus back issues of FATSs continuing monthly success then 
you could do much worse than treat yourself to this. Take it on holiday with you. 

One warning. Tou will doubtless become an addict and end subscribing to FATE. 
But as our only mass-market outlet idiich contains serious stuff you ought to 
think about that anyway. 

Whispers from Space (John Escvey) 283pp £2.50 Paladin 1976 

Hot a new book,but worth a brief mention as I read iy idxen it tfss entered into the 
MDFORA library recently by member George Hanson. It is about the best look at BT 
contact I have ever read.The rear cover actually asserts "Nacvey is no wide^yed 
UFO spotter”,probably necessary because he does not dismiss out of hamd the possible 
value of ufology to those who seek to establish radio contact with another planet. 
This IS ^kven place amongst lucid discussion of more conventional techniques and 
the problems of seekAng intelligent life elsewhere in the xmiverse...and what we 
would do if we foxind it I Mscvey even inoludes (with admirable honesty) an account 
of his own UFO sighting on the Isle of Arran,during the September 1957 British wave. 
Find a oopy and include it in your library, or group library. 


Between the devil and the wide blue yonder Kevin McClure 

I was impressed by Jenny's decision to speak about the FSR problem (NUN 106) 
Having given so much to FSR,she must feel considerable righteous anger at what 
has happened.While it is no doubt difficult at present to sustain a constant flow 
of significant new UFO reports and investigations, the re can be no excuse for the 
state of FSR.It consists too much of reprints and meaningless follo%^ups to oases 
previously oovered.Worse it is now wholly imdermined by a lack of self-oontrol on 
the part of the editor,whose attitudes and opinions d>minate every issue. 

Both Jenny and John Rismier - editor of 'ICagonia” and a senior librarian himself- 
have commented on the ludicrous allegation that UFO books are being mysteriously 
removed from our libraries,as part of a government-inspired plot.That is pure 
paranoia • conspiracy theory at its silliest.Both,too,have remarked on the appalling 
image'mtoh ravingw— uombined with Ihe intellectual poverty of the retrt of the 
content- five to British ufologyvAs FSRs foreign circulation considerably exceeds 
that within the UK, many foreigners must have very strange ideas about us. 
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As if that were not serious enough,there is also the matter that Jenny was 
tolerant enou^ to gloss overfGordon Creighton's belief in the demonic nature 
of UFO occupants,and their supposed influence in world affairs.lt must be stressed 
these are not his ideas alone.They are reflected and developed in many extreme 
religious books published in the past seven years.lt will not be lomg before fund¬ 
amentalists and evangelicals are quoting Creighton and FSR as an authorityl 

Since Jenny wrote her piece two further Creighton declarations have appeared. 

In FSR Vol 29 No 4 (an editorial entitled "The problem of protection and the 'call 
fdom sleep* ”) and the Spring I 984 issue of MEETING THE THIRD MILLENIUM (an article 
entitled "A new look at the UFO phenomenon").Both develop the demonic theory in a 
notably apocalyptic direction,based on the influence of Ahriman (a sort of non— 
Ehriatian Antiohrist purveyed by Budulf Steiner). I gather in private oorrespondaaoe 
Crei^ton is given to quite 8pecifio,doom-laden prophecy,but things are made olear 
in his "new look" articlet- 

"As we approach the Millenium it looks indeed as though weird and extraordinary 
things ai*e happening, may be of an apocalyptic nature.While such evidence indicates 
that some IPO entities may seek to prevent global oonflact here,there is also 
evidence that others may aim to provoke the holocaust.And,most disturbing of all, 
the Russian astronomer Dr Ytiri Zigel has suggested that some types of entity can 
pass among us undetected and that infiltration has already occurred.Ahriaanio beings 
in the ri^tt posts,would be well-placed to achieve their objectives. 

In his FSR editorial Creighton isakes olear where he sees >himself in the great 
scheme of thingst- 

"One would like to suggest - and tfith some confidence- that,in the final reckoning, 
ifc will be the evolved level of oonsciouaness that will give mankind the best 
protection,as it will lift them out of the sphere of influence of the lower forces.. 
We, for our part, unless we have developed that higher conscioiisness,will be wise if 
we eschew these childish enthusiasms for 'contact',lest we too run isAo more than 
we had bargained for." 

So,he is confident that he knows what is going on jji the world,outiaide the 
world,in the future and in his own head.We cannot prove he is wrong in any respect, 
though such assumptions seem safe.But I do not see pity,or even anger,as a 
sufficient reaction. 

Much of ny personal research in recent years has involved oases conoevning 
enco\inters tfith 'demons' in more traditional contexts.I must have reviewed thousands 
of cases.Only a handful have more than a superficial resemblance to any of the 
standard forms of UFO encounter.And only a slij^tly larger handful show any sign of 
being more than purely personal,non-objeotive experaences.Approaching the evidence 
in this way reveals no support whatever for Crei^ton's oonclusions. 

All of our best work is based on solid,sensible investigations of facts,events, 
people and situations.Speculation is a luxury we can only afford after completing 
other Kaaks.If we are arguing any point,establishing any theory,s«e go back to the 
best and earliest research we can find.We trust that the research is accurate and 
has been fully and honestly presented.Future writers must be able to depend in this 
way on our wortc, our books, our articles and o\ir investigations. 

What is being represented in FSR is not just that UFO occupants have reality, 
intelligence and the capability of Influencing the course of human life,but that 
they are acting In such a way as to make that life oonsiderubl^ more xmpleasant and 
maybe to end it altogether.These are substantial claims which require substantial 
evidence. 

Gordon Creighton's responsibility to tell the truth is no less than that of tbs 
rest of us.If ho has evidence to support his claims then he has no right to keep it 
from other UFO investigators (who must have supplied much of it to him in raw form) 
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or from the world at large .If he has no evidence,he has no ri^xt to edit FSH and 
shoxxld be replaced at once .And that, at the very least, should be nade plain to 
ySHs illustrious board of oonstiltants, even though they oontribute increasingly 
rarely these days. 

(Editors notei- Kevin s\iggested I point out this is his personal view,thus 4i8- 
associating myself from it.But I have no intention of doing so. The FSB editor 
replied to a letter I sent six months ago,the other day.In it he imformed me that 
the forces of evil (alias the axis forged between Colonel Oadaffi,the IBA,and Iran) 
wire about to invade Britain.He had no sympathy left for us because it served us 
right for ignoring; himl Any serious ufologist >dio cares about the subject and 
respects FSB oxi^t to be sick. Those people on the masthead include names like 
Janet and Colin Bord,Allen Hynek,Riohard Haines and others. Are they really all 
content to let this happen and do xiothing?? )

Xt Wf^ been quite a tine for "Pennine" UFOs. Both on the east and west side of 
the hills there have been stories galore. Unfortunately this means that the new 
spate ef sightings (ooinoiding with the wave predicted in "The Pennine UFO Mystery") 
night arguably be due to oerreot recognition ef a real period!oity^or else the 
aftemath ef the nedia splurge. 
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Over in Torkahire things centred first around the TUF03 conference at Leeds, 
attracting a staggering level of nedia interest and a packed audience .Aside fron 
the varicus lectures TUFOS unveiled the computer enhancement results>from GSW in 
the l^.,on a November 1983 photographic image.This case involves a glowing red 
object taken at Bolton Abbey andwas snapped by off-duty polioenan,Tony Dodds. The 
full account is in the current "Quest" (see page 5)*U8W not only pronounce the 
picture genuine,but claim to have found a solid craft behind the glow. 

•T^orks now fosal point of UFO world,fans told" (Yorkshire Evening Post . 26 Mar) 
told of the conference and introduced the pictures to the world (althotigh only 
"Quest" have actually printed them to date) .It load on to a TV appearance 

at Brekfast (becoming a common ooourranoe for ufologists - probably because TV 
planners think we've been up all night watching for UFOs anyhowl) On 4 April the 
Daily Mirror and Daily Express told the tale (the latter with the headline "Riddle 
of Yorkshire Triangle" — groanl) Eventually (after being anonymous in these papers) 
Tony Dodds told his personal stoxy to the Sxinday People (8 April) .The Sargeant from 
Threshfield,near SkiptonfOlaips to have seen no fewer than S ljOT genuine UFOs apart 
from these photosl He is now a TUFOS investigator and said of the oonfimation of 
his picttires,"it's great to be told so by the world's top investigators" (???) 

Meanwhile NUFORA were telling the world about the events on their side of th 
Pennines. The News of the World (22 April) told bow Sir Patrick Hall would challenge 
the government over a dossier on 32 oases^presented to then by the group. Thsy 
summarised some of these (most of which have appeared in NUN recently).America got 
excited, but Britain had probably had enough with the Yorkshire "Triangle".It did 
not need this to be converted into a "pentagon", or »diatover. The Bossendale From 
Press (5 Nay) gave a good account of themselvesjintexviewing witnesses,investigators, 
police and the MOD.Their "Valley of the UFOs" was a super article. Jenny Bandies 
told them,"I think the valley deserves a full investigation into what is happening," 
Mike Sacks advised,"Without doubt,something is arriving in the valley from somewhere 
but what or who it is and where they are from I would be a fool to try to guess." 

The police supexrintendant ,John Preston, admitted "ww have had a number of sightings 
reported recently" and "we are open-minded about the whole thing." He promissed,"we 
will investigate any hard evidence brought to us." Meanwhile the MOD,surprise, 
surprise,infarmed "No-one will get us to stand up either for or against UFOs" As 
several papers pointed out,Sir Patrick got shox^ shridt >dien he asked about the 
valley and if there were any unidentified reports,landings or radar trackings. The 
government gave their least helpful responses yet (are they going for a new world 
record?) by saying "No air" and following it with the even terser "NoI" in written 
replies.Meanwhile,the Colne Times (4 May) helped no end by asking people to send in 
stories aboqt UFOs with drow>ngs of them and sketches of idiat 'Hhe people on board” 
might look likel We won't be following up any oases in the Colne area for a whllel 
Not until the prises they are offering are wonl 

The MODS written reply to MUFOBAs ^•ahtiA 3 dossier was the usual (yawni yawnl) 

"no defence inplicatioms",plua "no money" and therefore they were "not interested*.

But the nicest article was the one in ??ie Sunday Times (22 April) whioh oelebratmd 
the first ten years of FOBTEAN TIMES.

HUH featured a report at the tiee^baeed on Stephen Banks excellent InTerkigation 
into the July 1981 encounter by three youn^^ wonen returning from a night out at 
Telferd,Shropshire. The case involved a time-loss. degression hypnosis,supervised 
by Harry Harris,Nike Sacks and Homan Osllindon of MUFORl, re sealed a draaatio tale. 
This sas discussed by the Hews of the World in June 1983 but no aoodunt has yet 
appeared here.This artiole aims to reoti^ matters,since the case has recently been 
wound up (at least for the time being) . 

All three women were hypnotised,although in one case it took three sessions (and 
two different psychiatrists) to amhieve this.Vivien and Roeemary were esRily regressec 
but were unable to remember events they described xmder hypno 8 ia,e 8 cept that they 
had a belief in having been abducted. They did not view the video tapes. 

The session referenced in detail here is the one on the third girl,Valerie,which 
finally put her under.This was with Dr Albert Kellar,a Manchester psychiatrist. 

Val tells how the three of them were ''wishing something exciting would happen" 
and how they suddenly stopped talking to one another, immediately prior to Vivien 
oeeing lights in an adjacent field.TTiis was consciously remembered as unusual. They 
all looked and saw a domed object with a row of windows across the middle,hovering 
above the field (this description is given in very similar terns by all three girlsX 
1^1,however,recalls under hypnosis she saw the UFO as a light in the sky before 
Vivien spotted it in the fieldJPor some reason she had determined not to say so. 

When Val calls out "Its coming towards us" her fear notably mounts (the doctor 
constantly monitors blood pressure and pulse tdiioh proves this) .It glides.We am now 
past the point of oonsoious recall and Val throws her hands up to her face and cries 
"The lif^s are hurting my eyes.I feel funny." 

^e goes lightheaded and dissy,feels a painful li^t inside her bead and is 
paralysed.Vivien is mtill with her in the oar, but Rosemary has vanished.(These 
facts are again verified in the other eessions). "I don't know what's happened" 

Vhl calls out and reallaes the oar is stationary with the doors open.She decides to 
get out and try to find Rosemary. 

Outside all is black.TTie UFO is not visible."! can feel its here but I can't see 
it ."Val says. The bright lig^ oomas again, giving great pain to her head as she 
staggers off trying to find her friend.Vivien etoyo in the oar.After a moment or two 
Val gets too frightened and turns to go ba^ but something touches her on her shoulde? 
and then she feels as if someone is carrying her .A slow and gruff male voice speaks, 
"DO'IT El AFRAID". It is slow. Under hypnosis Val gives an amaaing rendition of this 
deep voice,quite unlike her normal speaking tone. 

Ihlerie then says "I feel as if I'm 'being sucked up" and,with the voice repeating 
itsvlf several tlmes^she finds herself in a triangular room with no furniture and 
all alone. Oie is there a long timd and wants her friends desperately .Under hypnosis 
she is asked if it is happening or she thinks she is imagining it."I feel as thou^ 
it's really happening",she says. 

A male and female entity oome into the room but every time Val tries to recall 
then she feels a pain inisr head .She knows they are 6 ' tall with dark shoulder length 
hair axid blue eyes,with whitish skins and a green cloak on.They ignore her and seem 
mare interested in her clothing.The female entity takes off Val'a shoes and tries to 
walk in theni 
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Val is told that the aliens want to examine them "to see «diat m are like". 

Vivien was selected at random from the three of them to be medioally examined. 
Roee^ry was simply to be observed to see how she responded. The eessions on these 
two (conducted immediately after each other without possibility of collusion)both 
concur in these key respects . 

As to who the aliens are ¥ai was told Tou are not to know" and then "lou would 
not understand-.The session ended with her belief that there was a memory of some 
evei^ still missing and that it was gynaoologioal in nature. We could get no more. 

material on this amusing case »diich will hcpefully be 
published in the UFO literature.What is interesting are not merely the many oompar- 
iTOns «th other abduction cases (eg the Alan Godfrey story - which they did not know 
of at time of hypnotic regression) but also the unusual level of agreement between 
three witnesses independently hypnotised.Could a fantasy be so interlocked?

Mr HP la an eleotrioal en^neeryaged 28 at time of event .He aet off to visit a 
local pub to meet some friends for a drink,but on this cold ni^t found himself 
takinif an unusual and illogical route across wet and muddy playing fields. This 
"pre-enoounter** phase of peculiar behaviour (as if to lead a witness to the ri^t 
place) has been noted before by researchers into CSQ and CS4 cases. 

Half way across the field he saw a bright light hanging in the sky.He knew the 
spot' and so wondered about this unfamiliar light,but dismissed it as a security lamp 
on a building site that was in that general arva.A few moments later he glanced back 
and the light was now bigger and apparently moving towards him.He began to hastily 
move away,although the object was still only a li^ttsouiroe at a height of maybe 4o*. 

.HP lushed off the fields and onto the lane that leads directly to the pub.He 
noticed it was unusually deserted.But the object was now close above him,between him 
and the pub,euidwas a structured device surrounded by grsenish mist.It was perhaps 
100* from him. 

He estimates that the object was 20-30* wide and 6-10* 
oval in shape.It seemed to be made out of a sort of solid 
"gunmetal" but was silent .The mist rolled around it,8eeaafri. 
flourescent and glowed onto the surface of the object. HP 
alsp realised that the ambient sounds he would have expec¬ 
ted to hear had gone,Everything was strangely quiet (the 
OZ Factor).

It was three days before the stovy as described above came back to him.The way 
of recalling it is interesting.It is worth quoting the witness from the transcript 
included in the excellent HTUFORG oase report...'*If you can imagine that .you have 
got a thouj^ rig^t at the back of your mind and you are very aware of the fact that 
something is there,but you don't bother to think about itV 
Bather like a "lasy** feeling and as if you don't really 
need to remember what is there.** But when the memory did 
come back it was incomplete,as recorded.Over the years he 
was never to recall how he got from the closest view of 
the toilets.He says he started asking himself "Did it 
really happen?" "Bid I really go to the pub on Monday night?" Put ><e knew in his head 
that he did. But he only plucked up courage to tell histafe a long time later. 

HP was found by the investigators to be a sincere man,vlearly embarrassed by his 
strange story which had no supportative evidence.He has taken a deep interest inUFOe 
and often goes out,camera in hand,determined to get better evidence.He has seen a 
few lights*0nce he saw a brilliant light shining through his bedroom window tha.t 
seemed to be "hypnotising" hira.B\xt he dismisses this as "maybe venus". He has had no 
other unusual experiences and impz*essed all the team as an honest and reliable man. 

He is artistic and creative (a common factor) and the group find it relevant that he 
does not elaborate an imaginative fantasy and still cannot recall anything fti* the 
missing time* But he believes the green mist is very important, rt wau (you may recall) 
an el«m«ik »hc famous Avetey '‘I-.mc-Imi'* obttMct.of..
